The Air Force generally 
has better educated and bred people than the Infantry or other groiUid 
units . If after a period of service in an Air Force unit, an Army man 
on special detail proves unfit for It or does not wish to remain in it, 
he is returned to the Army. 
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In wartiiae, the inain army depot or one of its branches services Array but 
not Air Force units located in the region of operations— its ovn units with 
all the quartermaster items and units of other divisions or anaieB operating 
in the region, only with food provisions and fuel* The latter receive their 
other supplies from their own divisions or armies, as the case may be^ in 
spite of the fact that they are located far away from their main body* 

The same front, army, or division depot issues quartermaster supplies to 
every type of Army troops located within the limits of a front or a military 
district* The norms for food and dolling rations, as well as the terms for 
the wear of uniforms, are identical for i;he field artillery, armored tank, 
infantry, and other units* There may only be a difference in the style of 
a uniform* No Army depot, however, issues any supplies to Air Force units* 
Air Technical Battalions, in common with other Air Force organisations, draw 
their supplies from the Air Force QuaarteiiBaster Corps*

There was a store of aviation gasoline in Parchim 11^51^7 laot 

undergroxind and not so well camouflaged as in the Gadebusch region, and 
practically without technical equipment* This gasoline was stored in a 
railway cistern covered with a bhln layer of earth and turf, 
meters thick, and leveled with the surface of the ground. Up to 194o * 
motorized battalion of the l&th mechanized division was encao^^ed there, 
concealed by a forest* Since the time of arrival of the Soviet Army In 
Parchim no stranger entered that territory*
